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E Daring a student sit-in and strike on 
‘March 24 and 25, 1970, students 
‘demanded to be included in the making 
‘of final decisions on College policies. 
‘They met with a small group of 
‘trustees on March 25 and with the 
board of Trustees on March 26 to state 
‘their case. As a result, an agreement 
was reached at the Board meeting of 
that date. From the agreement of 
March 26 the All-College Committee 
arose. The Committee’s alleged 
purpose is for students to have an 
‘equal vote with faculty and 
‘administration on all General Faculty 
/Standing Committee of the College. 
The All-College Committee has the 
decision making power over all affairs 
of the college subject to the approval 
of the Board of Trustees. This includes 
but is not limited to the following: 
Drop & Add, Operation of Bookstore, 
Registration Procedures, Dismissal or 
‘retention of professors, Class 
Scheduling, Operation of Venditeria, 
Operation of Student Activities Office, 
Classroom size, Financial Aid, 
missions, Procedure and Review of 
Budget before approval by the 


Selection of All-College Conimittee 
embers is to be determined by their 
Tespective constituencies. The 
‘Committee consists of sixteen 
persons, with equal representation 
from each group: students, faculty, 
‘administration, and trustees. 
* It is also agreed that all grievances 
‘that are not resolved by the All-College 
Committee and all policy 
Tecommendations will be brought 
before the next regular meeting of the 
‘Board of Trustees or an appropriate 
standing committee of the Board and 
from there to the Board of Trustees. 
All answers by the Board of Trustees 
will be distributed in writing to the 
udents, faculty, and administrators. 
The above is conditional upon 
eement by the students: (a) that 
there shall -be the earliest possible 
ineutrally supervised election of an 
official student organization or 
overnment which has authority to 
speak for all students and assume 
Tesponsibility for appointments of 
students to committees; and (b) that 
there shall be an immediate cessation 
of all sit-ins and strike activities.

Drop and Add: 
IMPROVEMENT EVIDENT 


Drop and add was improved this 
year! If you stood in line for hours you 
may find it hard to believe, but figures 
prove differently. 

Last year in the fall there were 5200 
to 5300 transactions (drop, add and 
withdraw). In the spring there were 
between 4900 and 5000 transactions. 
This year there were between 10,000 to 
11,000 transactions. This is almost 
twice as many satisfied students. 

The reasons for this jump in the 
number of transactions were due to 
the visible as well as invisable changes 
in the system. Two of the invisible 
changes were procedural tactics and 
the different set up used to program 
the computer. 

One of the visible changes in the 
drop and add was the deletion of 
forms. Last year if you added two 
classes and dropped two classes you 
had to fill out four separate forms. 
This year regardless of the number of 
drops and adds there was only one 
form. 

The Registrar, Mr. Raja, stated that 
registration could have been even 
more efficient this semester, but due 
to a lack of advisers because of the 
faculty strike the system was slowed 
down considerably.

Possibly, you are planning to 
transfer to another college at the end 
of the year. Do you need help in finding 
a full or part-time job after 
graduation? Or, maybe you are having 
problems adjusting to thé college 
environment? Don’t run to the 
medicine cabinet, head for the 
counseling center located on the 
mezzanine floor in the main building. 

The Center can handle just about any 
problems you can set forth. Besides 
its extensive college catalogue library 
and the job placement files, it offers a 
dedicated staff of six full time 
counselors who treat you like a 
relative. The counseling center boasts 
an instant information service in its 
reading room 
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There has been much controversy in 
recent weeks concerning the all 
college committee. Many questions 
have, been raised, particularly by 
Freshmen, concerning the history and 
definitions of this committee. 

This committee was essentially 
formed as a product of last year’s 
student strike. The students were 
demanding a greater voice in college 
activities and decisions. 

The following was issued by the 
Board of Trustees in a special 
meeting, March 26, 1970, as a result of 
great student pressure: ‘‘The Board of 
Trustees endorses the following: 

Students shall have an equal vote 
with faculty and administration on all 
General Faculty Standing Committees. 
of the College and on an All-College 
Committee of sixteen persons 
consisting of an equal representation 
from, and a vote for each of the 
representatives of, the following 
groups: students, faculty, 
administration, and trustees. The 
Chairmanship of. the All-College 
Committee shall be rotated among the 
four groups represented. 
~dt-ts-alse-agreed-that_all-grievanees~~ 
that are not resolved by thé All-College 
Committee and all policy 
recommendations will be brought 
before the next regular meeting of the 
Board of Trustees or an appropriate 
standing committee of the Board and 
from there to the Board of Trustees. 
All answers by the Board of Trustees 
will be distributed in writing to. the 
students, faculty, and administrators.”’ 

As a result of the March 26th 
agreement and Miller Brown’s fast in 
President Dr. Allen T. Bonnell’s 
office, the All College Committee is 
now in existance. The Committee met 
for the first time Friday, September, 
25th at 3:00 P.M. 
chambers. The All College Committee 
consisted of an equal amount of 
Students, Faculty members, 
Administrators, and members of the 
Board of Trustees. 

At the first meeting, aside from each 
party feeling out each other, a sub- 
committee was appointed. This sub- 
committee, which consisted of one 
representative from each party, was 
designed to define the purpose of the 
All College Committee, and make an 
interpretation of the-March 26th 
agreement. As yet, the exact power of 
this committee had not been 
established. That is another problem 
with which the sub-committee is 
dealing. 

The administration feels the 
committee should only have 
recommendation power, but the 
Student Union thinks it is important 
for the committee to have definite 
jurisdiction in matters that concern 
the student body. The Student Union 
also thinks the committee should listen 
to grievances and complaints from all 
sides, work on raw ideas for the 
bettering of the school, recommend 
changes in Board and Administration 
policy, and be a house for all matters 


‘concerning the College. 


The All College Committee will be a 
giant step forward in students’ fight 
for a voice in college government.

Water is being taken from rivers to 


-cool. over-heated. generators, then is 


being poured back 10 degree to 20 
degrees hotter. These warmer 


temperatures can kill certain species ` 
-of fish or make them swim farther 


away to avoid steam baths. (That ends 
your weekend fishing trips.) This 
warmer water aids the growth of algae 
which, when. it dies, will really give 
you something to hold your breath 
about. 

Cars are big offenders of air 
pollution..If you drive a guilty car, you 
are to blame, Does your car speed off 
in a puff of smoke? Have it inspected 
for excessive use of oil; or maybe your 
gasoline is at fault. Anyone understand 
motors? Check the 1971 models for a 
control device that will cut down the 
fumes of toxic gases being spewed into 
the air.

NON+VIOLENT SOCIAL CHANGE 
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The Doctors Bag

QUESTION: I am bothered by the 
habit of masturbation. I try to fight it 
off and am sometimes successful, but 
never entirely. Could this be harmful 
to me in the future, and what can you 
suggest to help me with this problem? 


ANSWER: Feelings of guilt, anxiety 
and depression accompany 
masturbation for a great many men 
and women. Disturbing feelings of this 
nature often begin in early childhood 
and are another reflection of the way 
misinformation and repression has 
guided us in the development of sexual 
attitudes. The vast majority of men, 
and a not much smaller percentage of 
women, have masturbated for varying 
periods of time during their sexually 
mature years. 

Not only is masturbation harmless, 

but it is beneficial in situations where 
intercourse is not available or 
practical. The ability to masturbate 
without feelings of guilt, anxiety or 
depression provides safe release for 
sexual tension and does not lead to any 
harmful effects. In fact, women who 
have achieved orgasm through 
masturbation have a greater tendency 
to achieve orgasm in sexual 
intercourse. The need for sexual 
release is a highly individual matter. 
The person who experiences guilt with 
masturbation might have problems of 
loneliness, isolation and fears that 
contribute to his or her lowered self 
esteem. Help with these problems is 
advisable. 
_ Considering the long years of sexual 
maturity most of us spend single, 
society should have stopped frowning 
on masturbation as a form of sexual 
release a long time ago. This whole 
topic is dealt with in greater depth ina 
book by Albert Ellis called ‘‘Sex 
Without Guilt,’’ published in 
paperback by Grove Press. While Dr. 
Ellis goes overboard in parts of the 
book, the chapters dealing with 
masturbation and petting are 
éspecially good. 

QUESTION: Ihave an embarrassing 
problem: I perspire heavily. I have 
tried everything and have even 
perspired after taking a shower! I’m 
afraid this is nervous perspiration. 
-Can-a.doctor give me some sort of 
pills? I’m ruining all of my clothes. 
Help! 

ANSWER: There is considerable 
variation as to how much a person 
‘perspires. 

In addition to temperature, 
individual idosyncracy plays a 
considerable role. In certain medical 
conditions, perspiration is increased. 
We’ve all experienced this with a 
fever, but people with 
hyperthyroidism also perspire heavily. 
A visit to your doctor can usually rule 
this out. 

Anxiety often causes increased 
sweating (perspiration always struck 
me as being a little too dainty). If you 
are suffering from severe anxiety you 
might want to talk with a professional 
mental health worker. I understand 
that Arrid extra dry is a particularly 
effective underarm deodorant. A word 
of caution: use it only under your arms 
or-you run the risk of skin irritation. 

QUESTION: If the birth control pill 
is “medication”, are its effects in any 
way altered by the consumption of 
other medications such as aspirin, cold 
tablets or prescribed drugs, such as 
penicillin, or by the consumption of 
alcohol which supposedly has 
increased effects when taken along 
with medication? 


ANSWER: None of the drugs you 
mention will effect the action of birth 
control pills. It would always be a wise 
move to tell a doctor you are on birth 
control pills at the time he is 
prescribing -any new medication for 
you. Certain medicines which have an 
effect on hormone production might be 
contraindicated if a person is on birth 
control pills. Incidentally, it is 
probably not advisable for the nursing 
mother to be on oral contraceptives, as 
the drug comes through in the milk.

the college.

In God They Trust?

You might have thought the 20,000 
people carrying banners, singing, and 
being led in Victory cheers this past 
Saturday in Washington, were taking 
part in a pep-rally for a football game. 
It appeared to me as more of a pep- 
rally for war than anything else. The 
head cheerleader was none other than 
Rev. Carl McIntire, the 
fundamentalist radio preacher from 
Collingswood, N.J. 

McIntire led the win-the-war 
marchers down Pennsylvania Avenue 
with a bible under his arm and singing 
“Onward Christian Soldiers”. The 
turnout came short of MclIntire’s 
estimated 500,000 because of the 
decision of South Vietnamese 
President Nguyen Ky to not attend. 
Ky’s wife, who was planning to be his 
substitute had plane trouble and 
returned to Paris. 

Ky would have been a perfect 
speaker at the march on Saturday, 
since his objective in the past seemed 
to have been to prolong and widen the 
war. Not much of what is written 
about Ky is favorable because of his 
arrogant, cunning manner. McIntire 
summed up Ky’s personality on TV 
without realizing it when he said “Gen. 
Ky is going to out-Agnew Agnew’’. Ky 
and Agnew, although different, have 
one main thing in common: they both 
are idolized by people whose most 
notable characteristic is anger and 
hate. 

Rev. McIntire has a dislike for 
Catholics. McIntire scornfully spoke of 
it as the “false religion that enslaves 
human souls in darkness’’. It is 
inconceivable to me how these 
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“religious people can follow this 
hateful man and how he can claim to 
be a true Christian. 

While watching and reading reports 
on McIntire I found myself examining 
my own concepts of what being 
“religious” means. To some it means 
nothing more than going to church for 
one hour on Sunday. These 
hypocritical ‘‘Sunday-Christians’’ 
return home to live the same secure 
life, hate the same people and be 
oblivious to the same injustices. It is 
sad enough that McIntire and his 
followers can condone hate, war and 
racism, but the real tragedy is that 
they twist Christianity around to use it 
as a basis for their sick ideas. He once 
said for this country not to use the 
atom bomb on Russia was ‘‘the height 
of insanity and a betrayal of Christian 
principles.” 


This march was typical of the 
polarization taking place in this 
country today, and of the people 
.responsible for the split. It is so ironic 
to me that both the radical right and 
radical left, without realizing it, are 
motivated by anger or hate. Neither 
group actually gains anything and the 
country always loses because of this 
hate. Only when they realize that hate 
and violence can’t succeed will their 
life styles and religious beliefs be: 
one and the same. 

It’s hard to be optimistic when 20, 000 
people go to Washington- to hear 
McIntire, but think of the 


Moratoriums, think of the Rev. Daniel 
Berrigans, think of all the people who 
are finally recognizing their brothers. 
These are the people who give me 
hope. Pity or ignore the Carl McIntires 
— but don’t hate them.

“CARRY IT ON”

Opening at the Lane last Wednesday, 
‘“*Carry It On’’, is a serious 
documentary about two incredible 
people, Joan Baez and her husband 
David Harris. . 

The film opens showing David 
telling young people about the 
“resistance” movement. Shown. at 
different locales, Harris comes off as 
articulate, not overbearing (as some 
such ‘‘revolutionaries’’). In.fact, 
Harris avoids rhetoric and talks 
plainly to people as people. It is just 
the way he views the revolution to 
come. One which is non-violent but 
critical. At one point Joan says, ‘‘this 
thing should take about forty or fifty 
years to happen.” Essentially it deals 
with “humane” changes in heart and 
mind, 

Both Joan and David are gentle and 
creative making them ‘‘tragic heroes 
in the drama of life’. David is put in 
prison for three years for draft 
resistance and Joan decides to ‘‘carry 
it on ” without him. 

The film is made in black and white 
16 MM by three men, James Cayne, 
Robert Jones, and Christopher Knight. 
These men lived with and around 
David for some time filming this work. 
Many scenes of Joan are shown, 
ironing, cooking, sleeping, etc. 
throughout. All the while she reflects 
her good nature and truly human 
qualities making her unique among 
“revolutionaries”. 

- Following her to the Joey Bishop 
Show, we see her upsetting Joey by 
comparing the U.S. to Nazi Germany. 
After the show she has a somewhat 
‘interesting’? discussion with a 
woman associate producer on the 
show. Later, Joan tells one of the film 


men she was an “‘easy person to make 
fun of”. 

The ordeal of a pregnant woman 
championing a worthy cause is 
essentially what-the film is about. 

Following her across the country on 
musical tour we are treated to thirteen 
well-done songs by Joan. This is 
possibly one of the saving graces of the 
film. 

The film seems to defend on the 
character of Joan to “carry it on” 
without any other exerted effort. 

It is hard to tell if the three directors 
are really ‘‘sincere’’ about the 
‘movement’ and David and Joan. 

Through it all however, Joan’s 
bravery and determination is seen. She 
is not a girl to be treated lightly nor 
mistreated. She possesses that rare 
quality (but one which many try to 
acquire) of controlling and talking to 
„an audience (which she uses in her 
favor). 

Unfortunately, this very potential 
film will be wasted. Wasted because it 
will probably only attract young 
people and not skeptics. It can be very 
educational and informative for some 
people (and maybe turn a few heads). 

But, all this does not really quite 
save the film. Lacking the real taste 
and art form. much of David’s and 
Joan’s philosophy is lost when closely 
observed. 

Not recommended for ‘‘hard-cores” 
or other such cancers, or—even just 
sensitive and aware people. In fact 
there is no need to see it if you really 

sympathize. 


“The Angel Levine”

Despite a score that at times sounds 
like a diluted version of “Requiem For 
Soprano” from ‘2001: A Space 
Odyssey” and some grossly inflated 
scenes, ‘‘The Angel Levine” is still a 
good film. In fact, I would venture that 
it is one of the best films now in 
Philadelphia. 


Before going to the Eric II across 
from Rittenhouse Square, I thought 
that “The Angel Levine” would ba a 
comedy; it is far from it. I suppose 
this miscalculation was due to my 
small knowledge of the plot and my 
ideas of the film’s two major co-stars: 
Zero Mostel and Harry Belafonte. I 
rememberd Belafonte vaguely from 
my early childhood in a few of those 
amusing open-shirt-singing-in-the- 
waves-island pictures and Mostel from 
two funny, but not too successful 
comedies: “The Producers” and “A 
Funny Thing Happened On The Way To 
The Forum”. Their performances in 
“Levine?” are neither musical or 
comedic and nothing short of 
surprisingly intense. 

Mostel plays Mishkin, an elderly 
Jew who is enduring the afflictions of 
Job, but lacks his patience. Mishkin 
believes that God has cursed him — his 
only daughter married an Italian, his 
tailor shop burned dewn without 
adequate policy coverage, his back 
aches, and his dying wife (Ida 
Kaminska) is causing him more grief 
with her sickness and frequent 
annoying demands. With a sigh of 
despair and wistful belief, Mishkin 
asks God for immediate help — 
“today, tomorrow’s too late.” He gets 
it. 

His assistance comes from the dead, 
a black Jew named Alexander Levine 
who was recently dispatched by an 
automobile as he was fleeing with a 
stolen fur coat. It would be an 
understatement that Levine didn’t cut 
it as a man — but that’s what they say 
at the Pearly Gates when Levine is 
refused his eternal reward. But he is 
given a chance: probational status as 
an angel and sent to aid Mishkin. 

Levine’s specifics are to ‘‘make a 
miracle”, but Mishkin is wary of the 
“maniac” in his kitchen and plainly 
disbelieves the angel jazz or Al’s good 
intent because by him ‘‘angels should 
have wings’’. Al tells him ‘‘none of this 
wing shit” and that he’s going to have 
his miracle “today, not tomorrow”. 
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They come to an impasse. Mishkin 
demands a miracle first and Levine 
demands faith and then the miracle. 

As the film reaches its beautifully 
tragic finish, the performances 
become more and more refined, 
especially Mostel’s, whose violent 
effusions are convincing and 
impressive. Belafonte’s hesitations 
and bewildered stares make his 
supernatural character very credible. 
Kaminska’s old-world yiddish accent 
lends realism and the joy of 
recognition. 

It was clear to me that I had not seen 
a comedy as the credits flashed on the 
screen. What I had seen was a fine 
modern tragedy, sensitive acting, and 
contemporary appeal

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HENDRIX: The Man-The Voodoo Child

Jimi Hendrix, one of the world’s 
greatest guitarists, is dead at age 
twenty-four. Police say he died of an 
overdose of sleeping pills, on the 
eighteenth of September. 

The Voodoo Child, which Hendrix 
refers himself to in the song of the 
same name, was one of the main 
driving forces in today’s electronic 
music. He was the first person to use 
the wah-wah so intensively, and he 
used it well. He was one of the 
pioneers in using feedback, and he is 
also well known for his backward 


guitar solos -(taping‘a song then 
playing the guitar solo backwards). 

Jimi burst into the American music 
scene when he appeared at the 
Monterey Pop Frstival. He burned his 
guitar at the end of his set, and the 
audience loved every minute of his 
performance. 

It is surprising. that such a well 
known singer-songwriter such as 
Hendrix, has so few albums recorded.

“Many of the songs sound alike, but 
this sounds like deliberate repitition. 
At least a complete lack of 
imagination.” 

“One song sounds just like another.’ 

“‘He’s really trying to create images 
with his lyrics but they just seem to 
fall apart.” 


On stage he appeared to be a wild 
orgasmic, maniac, a fear to every 
mother with a daughter. But, offstage, 
surprisingly enough, he remained the 
same quiet, boyish person his father 
knew him as. 

Hendrix’s music is described by 
some as pure mayhem, his sound 
effects on ‘‘Machine Gun’’ are 
amazing. The way in which he 
captures the violence of war with his 
sumulation of sirend, bombs and chaos 
is a feat in itself. His incredible banks 
of amps and speakers, his wah-wah, 


and fuzz box paraphernalia prove him 
to be a true child of 20th century 
technology. But underneath all his 
electronic mastery he was essentially 
a “‘funky-ass, stomping, high energy 
rock and roll player. 

About two weeks before his death he 
played at the Festival on the Isle of 
Wight, and he told an interviewer that 
he feared that Europeans didn’t regard 
him as they used to. But judging from 
the audience’s reception he was 
proved wrong, he said, “I’m happy, 
it’s gonna be good.” 

Last year the ‘‘Voodoo Child” said, 
“When I die I don’t want a funeral, but 
instead, a jam session.” Jimi added, 
“And with my luck, I’ll probably get 
busted at my own funeral. 


STAGEFRIGHT 
THE BAND 


Stagefright, the latest LP from the 
Band, fully shows the instrumental 
and vocal artistry of these five 
jusicians. 

Still maintaining their basic country 
roots, the group’s mastery of the 
recording studio is quite apparent 
throughout the album. In 
“Stagefright’’, the Band has surpassed 
anything that was lacking in 
originality as well as musical 
interpretation. 

Side one opens with a cut entitled 
“Strawberry Wine” in which an 
individual is faced with the dilemma of 
choosing between his wine bottle and 
his girl. His reply, “If I had to make 
the choice, honey, you just ain’t as 
sweet as my strawberry wine.” Poor 
girl.

What is a 2S? A 2S is a student 
deferferment.

It is good 
for one year at which time it will have 
to be renewed. 

The question whether you can renew 
your 2S or not is still in limbo 
(Congress). It exists in many facets 
and strategies ranging from total 
abolishment of the 2S immediately to 
gradually letting all 2S’s run out 
without renewing them. The guess 
made by draft counselors is that these 
bills will remaiñ`in limbo until the 
present draft laws run out.

1, 1971 at which time the counselors -

Contrary to 
popular belief, statistics show that any 
where from one third to one half of all 
inductees are found unfit for military 
service.

Another way to avoid the draft is to 

plead hardship. (3A). This is 
primarilly based on financial support. 
Hardship can be gained by living with 
a woman who a psychiatrist finds 
must live with you to maintain in a 
healthy state of mind.
